She says tbe police kicked her into In¬ 
sensibility aud snbsequeutly at tbe po¬ 
lice station tore off her clothes, sub¬ 
jected her to ludlgnitles, beat and 
curBed her. spat lu her face and struck 
i her with such force ou tbe side of her 
head that au eardrum waa broken. 

A letter from Mile. Splrldonovo was 
published on Feb. 23 lu St. Petersburg, 
In which tbe writer said that after her 
arrest for shooting M. Luxbenoffsky 
she was knocked down and beaten by 
Cossacks with whips aud rifle butts, 
was dragged by her hair downstairs to 
a sleigh aud wus taken to the police 
station. There Mile. Bptrldonovo was 
undressed and thrust Into a damp, cold 
cell, where she was subjected to eleven 
hours of toruieut In order to force her 
to reveal tbe names of her accotu- 
[ pi Ices. Two officers repeatedly kicked 
her across her cell, tearing licr hair, 
burning ber flesh with their cigarettes 
and threatening to abandon her to the 
Cossacks unless she confessed. Tier 
skull waa fractured In two places, one 
eye was injured, and her body was a. 
mass of braises from head to fox-t. '
